By way of commeni, ii i-, ,,. i.c re- 
gretted that so little importance is 
attached to an affair of this kind by 
the local desif, for whose welfare 
the association machinery is run. 
Then, tot), ii mvist he most discour- 
aging to our Uviding deaf, who, in 
a spirit of disinterestetlness, give 
a portion of. their busy time for the 
good of their less fortunate breth- 
ren. 

Being so otTered without hope tor 
compensation or personal gain, it 
outrht to be so much the more high- 
[y appreciated. In some quart<'rs 
there appears to be a 1. ck of such 
j;oodwill on the part of prominent 
deaf and the sympathy goes to the 
masses; but in other places it .seems 
exactly the reverse. 

In our long (>xperipnce with the 
local orjjani/.ation, wecan yire only 
one chief reason for this omission 
on the part of our deaf. It issim- 
plj' over-sensitiveness. We say it 
with the kindliest intent and wish 
us lo be so understood. The acts 
of our leading deaf are often mis- 
understood, misconstrued ami 
trt'ated with unwarrantable suspi- 
ci'Hi. We do not attribute it to 
wilful mischief, but rather to mis- 
understandings. When an act is 
not well understood, there is a 
suspicion that it is meant lo rob 
some of their rights and privileges. 
It is often hard for the chairman to 
convince some that their proposed 
action i^ inadvisable, and, as it 
often occurs, out of order, and when 
he applies the proper ruling, it is 
regarded by the would- lie mover 
as an insult or scheme to deprive 
him of expeettMl credit. Others, 
we regret to note, persist in forcing 
their schemes tipmi the association 
against reason. It is possible that 
these shortcomings maj' also be 
found in hearing associatioits, but 
we are only rtMisoning with those 
amonir whom we mingle. Their 
welfare eonceins us. Our .sym- 
pathy is theirs. Our labors are for 
them, and wo look, to them only 
for a measure of reciprocity iti all 
good <>fForts. Let us lie glad for 
the kind, unselfish, and wise help 
whit h is freely otTeretl us by our 
better-edueatetl brethren, and we 
may not only have cause to be 
thankful, but find that our grati- 
tuile and apprt'ciation will stimu- 
l.'ite them ttt greater efTorts in our 
behalf. How much more prt)fit- 
able will our association with them 
lesult then ! We feel as tnie who 
has thus been beneflted, and gladly 
own it with heartfelt thankfulness. 
W^e should l>e glad to see others 
similarly benefited, and ask all to 
earnestly consider the opportunities 
whitMi the Cleiv Literary As.socia- 
tion olTers to them. We trust the 
future will reveal increased in- 
terest in the gootl old Asswiation, 
and that all will share alike in its 
prospt^rilj-.

Iler Ma.j<'sty 
has, ther(»fore, " jtiit in" more than 
two and a half ordinary leigns. 

(ieor^e III. feigned fifty-nine 
years and ninety- six days, and of 
the latter thirteen days were gain- 
ed on ac«ou!ii th. tb-.r 
.Majesty has ;; n days to 
her long reign in the same way. 

As regards Her Ma.j(!sty's own 
piodee(!ssors, the only other Eng- 
lish nionarchs, in addition to 
George HI., who.se reigns have 
lasted as long as M[y years have 
been Henry HI, who rtilcrl fifty- 
six ycfirs, and Edward HI., who 
reigned from l.'j'^; to 1377. Queen 
Elizabeth oeeupicd the throne 
forty-five years. Henry VJ. was 
monarch thirty-nine years; for 
thirty-eight years a grateful nation 
rnjoyrfd the benignant rule of 
Henry VH. ; Heuiy I., H.-my H. 
and Edward I. compiled a total of 
thirty five years fipiece; (ieorge II. 
guiiied British destinies during

Sir Samuel Baker, in his "Wild 
Beasts." says that the power of the 
jaws of the crocodih- is terrilic 
Once 1h^ had the nuMal of a huge 
hook, llie thickness of ordinary 
telegi-ai>h wire, coni|iletely bent to- 
gether, the barbed poitit being 
jiressed tightly against the shank 
(ind rendered useleHS. This coin- 
l)reT»sion was caused by the snap of 
the jaws when seizing a liv(^ duck, 
which he had used as a bait, the 
liook being fastened beneath one 
wing. (Jn one occasion he f'ounrl a 
fish weighing 7.0 pounds bitten clean 
tlwough as if divided liy a knife. 
This, again, was the work of a! snap 
fi-orn the jaws of a crocodile. M. 
Paul Bert once made ex peri men Is 
on the strength of a crocodile's jaws 
liy means of a dyriainometer. He 
found that a crocodile weighing 
Propounds exerte<l a force of 308 
pounds in closina his jaw. The 
lion has on enormous jaw power. 
On one occasion an African travel- 
er pushed the butt end of his gun 
into a lion's mouth, and the pressure 
of the jaws cracked it as thoiigli it 
had been struck by a steam hammer.
